ANSWERS MAYOR WALBRIDGE. 


Thinks the Expense Unjustifiable and 


the Suggested Relief From Tax- 
ation Unconstitutional.

"JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 9.—Gov. 
Stone has replied to the letter of Mayor 
Walbridge, asking him to call an extra 
session of the Legislature to submit to 
the people a constitutional amendment, 
enabling St. Louis to issue bonds for re- 
lief from the damages by the recent torna- 
do. The Governor, after giving the matter 
very careful consideration, has declined to 
call an extra session and has set forth 
his reasons very clearly and ably. While 
Gov. Stone declined to convey, even by in- 
nuendo, that politics had anything to do 
with the Mayor's letter, there is a strong 
suspicion that the St. Louis executive was 
really actuated as much by politics as any 
other motive. Following is the Governor's 
letter: .

Pee ot these constitutional provis- 
ions the Legislature would be powerless 
to afford the relief proposed by you, .even 
if now in session. Although this disposes 
of this question, it may not be amiss to

ment of which alone you desire exemp- 
tion, constitutes a very small part of the 
tax burden imposed pon property. The 
total State tax, for all purposes, amounts 
to only 2% cents on the $100 of assessed val- 
uation. The real burden of taxation con- 
sists of taxes levied for local purposes. 
Therefore if such @ law as you suggest 
could passed it woulg afford but little 
relief to that class of ple who really 
stand most in need of help—I mean the 
poor.

In the third place, you. propose that the 
Legislature be called in extraordinary ses- 
sion to authorize the Municipal Assembly 
to afford such other relief to the 
tornado sufferers as in its judg- 
ment ma seem wise. I beg to 
say that is suggestion is so vague and 
indefinite as to leave the character of the 
legislation desired wholly to conjecture. I 
observe that your honor has * rec- 
ommended to the Municipal Assembly the 
passage of a bill appropriating $100,000 for 
the relief of those injured by the storm. 
This measure I believe is now pending, 
having passed one House. I assume, as a 
matter of course, without opens to ex- 
amine the subject, that your honor would 
not formally recommend such an appropria- 
tion unless you were satisfied that the As- 
sembly had the right, by a bill properly 
framed, to make the appropriation. If that 
be true, then I do not see what needed 
new authority, within the purview of the 
Constitution, could be conferred by another 
act of the General Assembly. If the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly can appropriate $100,000, 
it can appropriate any required sum. I have 
not examined into the question, but, except 
for the fact that your honor recommended 
the appropriation by formal message, I 
would have doubted both the constitutional. 
and statutory right of your local Assembly 
to make such a disposition of the public 
revenues, as well, also, as the constitu- 
tional right of the General Assembly to 
peer x to do so. If 
I shou! ture I do not 
see what new authority I could recommend 
that body to confer upon the Municipal 
Assembly, and your honor’s suggestion in 
this behalf does not, as you will observe, 
throw any light upon the subject. In this 
view of the case it would be idle and prof- 
itless to assemble the Legislature for this 
third reason assigned by you as the basis 
5 — action. 

aving reached the conclusions here out- 
lined, it follows of course that I am of the 
opinion that no sufficient reason appears 
for convening the Legislature in extra ses- 
sion in accordance with your request; and 

confidently hope that upon reflection 
your honor will concur in my conclusion.

But, 
without ö upon the constitutionality 
of such legislation, I could hardly be ex- 
pected to convene the Legislature in spe- 
cidl session, at a large penne. to consider 
a relief measure of doubtful constitutional- 
ity, when that body would be confronted 
at the very be ng with the emphatic 
declarations made by the local authorities, 
and by representative commercial bodies, 
that no outside aid was needed or desired. 
Under such circumstances the Legislature 
would 2 adjourn without action. 
As to the wisdom of these declarations 
that outside aid is not desired, I express 
no opinion, not bei sufficiently advised.

GROWTH OF ST. LOUIS. 
One of many evidences of the continued 
and rapid growth of St. Louis is afforded 
by the bill filed by the trustees of the 
Shaw estate. 
Under the terms of the will of the late 
Henry Shaw 800 acres of land in the 
vicinity of Shaw’s Garden are made in- 
alienable, but the trustees are empowered . 
to lease any part of such lands for not 
more than sixty years. They represent 
that they are unable to execute such 
leases, and that the property, unproduc- 
tive as it is, has become a burden to the 
estate. They set out that the rapid 
building up and improvement of the 
streets adjoining these tracts, and the 
special assessments for the opening and 
improvement of streets through” these 
lands, will entail an expense of $224,000 
in the next three years and $450,000 in the 
next ten years. They ask power to sell 
the property to meet these heavy charges 
against it. 
Thg disposition of intending builders to 
buy, and their refusal to lease real estate, 
is evidence of legitimate and-not spec- 
ulative growth. The estimates of the 
trustees as to future expenditures for 
improvements are large, but probably no 
larger than ‘the facts warrant. 


CLEVELAND AND HIS DELEGATES. 


In his latest interview regarding the 
National Committee and the delegates 
to Chicago, Chairman Harrity declared 
that no man should be allowed to sit as 
a delegate who is not willing to pledge 
himself to abide the convention’s action.

FAST RAILROAD TIME. 


It is doubtful if the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad can maintain the rate of speed 
which it proposes for the new mail train 
from Chicago to St. Louis.

Wm. H. Gregg. 
Wm. H. Gregg was born in Palmyra, N. 


he removed with his family to Nashville, 
Tenn. In 1846 the family came to St. Louls, 
and on the death of his father he returned 
to Palmyra, where he took a clerkship in a 
general store, In 189. he returned to St. 
Louis and obtained a clerkship in a furni- 
ture store. Later he was connected with 
the hardware firms of Rogers & Barney and 
Warne & Merritt. Jan. 1, 1854, he was ad- 
mitted to a partnership in the latter firm. 
In 1856, with W. H. Merritt, he founded 
the firm of Cuddy, Merritt & Co., foundry 
men, and successors to Kingsland, Lightner 
& Cuddy. In 1857 he sold out of the firm, 
and with John 8. Dunham purchased the 
steam bakery on Fourth street, and manu- 
factured crackers and army bread until 
1865. In 1867 Mr. Gregg was one of several 
St. Louisans who formed the St. Louis 
Petroleum Co. In the same year he as- 
sisted in forming the Southern White Lead 
Co., of which he was the first President. 
He retired from active business in the fall 
of 1891. He now spends his time largely 
in travel. He is a stockholder in several 
large institutions, among them the Mound 
City Paint and Color Co. He is a mem- 
ber of the Masonic order.

be diverted to the Emergency Loan Associa- 
tion is being discussed at a meeting of the 
Merchants’ Exchange Executive Commit- 
tee, that began at 2:30 p. m. 

There is so much opposition, both among 
members of the Relief Committee and from 
the outside, that it is thought the proposi- 
tion will be defeated. 

Nathan Cole, in the absence of Dr. W. 
W. Boyd, who is out of the city, is In charge 


of relief headquarters at the Merchants’ 
Exchange. To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he stated that the propo to divert the 
relief fund would be defeated. 

“It is the general belief,“ said Mr. Cole, 
“that this money should be distributed as a 
gift and not loaned out. I think there 

1 — of the money being turned 
into the emergency fund.“ 

The gentlemen to whom the proposition 
was referred last Saturday are expected to 
report upon the matter this afternoon. 
Monday afternoon the Executive Committee 
sent to these gentlemen a resolution to the 
effect that contributors intended that fund 
to be distributed equitably as a gift, and 
that none of it should be diverted to the 
loan association. It directs the appoint- 
ment by the Chairman of five responsible 
citizens from the stricken district to ascer- 
tain all persons in need of assistance to 
rebuild, and the amount needed. 

This resolution will be reported upon also 
by the sub-committee and in all probability 
will be adopted. 

The first day’s disbursements under the 
new method are estimated by Dr. Boyd at 
$10,000, bringing the total expenditures up 
to $45,000 in rouhd numbers. A large mar- 
gin still remains, and the action of the 
committee on last Friday calling for more 
contributions has been discussed extensive- 
ly in consequence, The belief also prevails 
that too little aid is being given. It is 
still the opinion of those working amon 
the sufferers that the entire amount on han 
will soon be exhausted, and that more 
money will be needed, especially when the 
work of aiding sufferers to rebuild ig com- 
menced. , . 

Walter Vrooman, secretary of the Reltet 
Committee, desires to correct the statement 
that the fund is being used to pay salaries 
to assistants. There is no pay roll, and 
every person working for the committee is 
giving his services gratuitously,

said: 
J will introduce at to-day’s meeting of 
the Board of Police Commissioners a mo- 
tion instructing the Chief of Police to send 
out blank reports to each patrolman and 
special officer in all the districts, and will 
submit a blank upon which the reports 
will be made and that each member of the 
force be required to report in detail every 
case of personal injury, injury to real 
property or destruction to household effects 
on his beat; the amount required to rebuild 
or repair the buildings and the amount re- 
quired to replace the household effects de- 
stroyed. The reports will also give in- 
formation as to sickness, conditions of em- 
2 pean number of people in a family and 
ow employed, if at all, and their resources 
in the way of money and food. These re- 
ports will come direct from the districts 
through the Captain and Chief of Police to 
the Board of Police Commissioners, and will 
be referred to the several boards of relief, 
and will not be furnished <o the press from 
the fact that many who have suffered se- 
verely and who are in need are reluctant 
to apply for relief because of the sible 
publicity, and these pegs should be pro- 
tected in a matter of such delicacy. There 
are occasions when the right hand should 
not know what the left hand doeth, and 
this is one of,them. That kind of charity 
was r commended by the people who 
wrote the Bible, and I shall, therefore, have 
to deny the press the information obtained 
through the Police Department, 

“There seems to have arisen a difficulty 
on the part of those in charge of the relief 
funds in finding people who need relief. * 
Impression is by the time they get in all 
these reports of the Police Department that 
they will have no difficulty in — 
channels of a worthy character throug 
which to distribute all the funds they have 
and all they are likely to get without hav- 
ing to formulate a plan whereby the money 
which has been voluntarily contributed for 
the purpose of promptly relieving absolute 
distress can be loaned out as was sug- 
gested yesterday to people on mortgages at 
4 per cent interest. 

“At least $1,000,000 will be absolutely re- 
quired to feed, clothe and shelter the 
people who have lost all these necessities 
through the tornado, and my motion before 
the board to-day will be for the purpose 
of furnishing practical information as to 
who the people are who need relief.
